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Edmonton ratepayers are asked to en- 
Gorse or reject, on November 1, an agree- 
ment projected between the city and the 
®irst New Amsterdam Corporation of New 
York. This agreement has been subjected 
to an almost unbelievable volume of mis- 
representation and confusion, 

Like the giant squid, which puckers up 
its face and squirts sepia inte the sur- 
rounding waters to avoid its enemies, ths 
highly articulate opponents of this agree- 
ment have entered into almost every con- 
ceivable evasion and trickery to becloud 
the plain and simple issues. 

In the first place, these opponents have 
tried desperately to create the illusion that 
the public is being asked to endorse the 
general principle of tax concessions. 

Since the Alberta legislature has al- 
ready endorsed this principle in the case 
of the First New Amsterdam Corporation, 
tax concessions do not enter into the intent 
of the plebiscite at all except, as we will 
show in a later article, to increase the ulti- 
mate revenue to the city from this civic 
centre project. 

The city council, by majority resolu- 
tion, has adopted a certain agreement 
under which a New York corporation will 
build an imposing and useful city centre 
in a section of Edmonton rapidly becom- 
ing obsolescent. 

The plebiscite is in specific reference to 
the council's action with regard to that 
agreement. The ratepayers will be asked 

, to support the council they themselves 
elected or to repudiate that council. 

The questions, then, the ratepayers 
must ask themselves are roughly these: 
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Like the Giant Squid 


1. Do they wish to see this magnificent 
civic centre erected? 

2. Do they approve of the terms under 
which their city council has arranged for 
its erection? 

In subsequent articles, prior to Novem- 
ber 1, The Edmonton Bulletin proposes to 
set forth, in plain and simple terms, what 
this civic centre will mean to Edmonton 
and the advantages to Edmonton in the 
method the council has suggested for its 
building. 

A second instance of the attempt of 
the project’s opponents to obscure and be- 
fuddle the issue is seen in the oblique alle- 
gation that all solid citizens are against 
the plan and that only irresponsible per- 
sons are in favor of it. 

The irresponsible persons and organi- 
tations that favor it include former Presi- 
dent Robert Newton of the University of 
Alberta, present President Andrew Stew- 
art, the Edmonton Chamber of Commerce, 
the Edmonton city council, the Trades and 
Labor Council, Mayor Sidney Parsons, 
Commissioners Hodgson and Menzies, 
Town Planner Noel Dant. 


The solid Edmonton patriots who op 


pose it include Alderman George Miller 
of Vancouver, the Labor Progressive 


(Communist) party, controlled by Moscow, 
the Journal newspaper, controlled by 
Montreal, Dr. W. G. Alexander of San 
Francisco, Professor Rabert Clark of the 
University of British Columbia and Lawyer 
Stan Ross who is paid for his opposition. 

Edmonton people, whose entire stake is 
in Edmonton, will doubtless be able to 
reach a conclusion without too much ad- 
vice from San Francisco, Vancouver, 
Toronto, Moscow and Montreal, 


Euthanasia Finally Discredited 


Euthanasia, or mercy killing, has been 
condemned vigorously by the World Medi- 
cal Association, meeting in New York. 

While many members of this most 
comprehensive medical body admitted that 
“many a doctor” had used drugs to speed 
the death of incurable patients, the gener- 
al view of the association was summed up 
in the words of Dr. Marcel Poumailloux of 
France who declared that “euthanasia 
would open the door to all possible crimes 
and criminal practices.” 

This action would seem to finally and 
authoritatively discredit a practice which, 
advocated by cranks and pagan humanists, 
had threatened to grow into a considerable 
movement. 


‘Making Melody in 


There have been many interpretations 
of that passage from the fifth chapter of 
St. Paul’s Epistle to the Ephesians which 
reads as follows; 

“And be not drunk with wine, wherein 
is excess; but be filled with the Spirit; 
speaking to yourselves in psalms, and 
hymns, and spiritual songs; singing and 
making melody in your heart to the Lord; 
giving thanks always for all things unto 
God and the Father, in the Name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” 

These words appear to be plain and 
clear and many Christian sects have ac- 
cepted them quite literally. Indeed, some of 
the Quakers and many of the Puritans ac- 
cepted them so literally that their every- 
day speech was adapted to the forms of 
biblical usage. 

They did speak among themselves in 
“psalms and hymns and spiritual songs.” 

This may have been and still may be 
an excellent practice. 

But one is more concerned today with 
the intent and purpose in this recommenda- 
tion of St. Paul, the very essence of which 

- is contained in the words ‘making melody 
fn your heart to the Lord.” 


‘ODDS AND ENDS 


The action of this international medi- 
cal body in completely repudiating mercy 
killing should do much to halt the momen- 
tum which the specious doctrine of human- 
itarianism had attained. 

It will act as a break on this movement 
because it was into the hands of medical 
men that sponsors of the cult would resign 
the lives of the incurable ailing. 

The proposal in general has been that 
a panel of doctors should decide when a 
fatally ill patient should be put to death. 

When doctors refuse to have anything 
to do with it, as in this instance, the scheme 
obviously collapses. 

The resolution of the World Medical 
Association is timely and eminently sane. 


Your Heart’

He knows that what- 
ever physical suffering he may have to 
endure, Christ suffered even more on the 
Cross that he might have eternal life.

have been flagrantly broken 

If I recall it correctly, the Com- 
munity Chest came into being in 
almost every North American 
city amid the loud buzahs of 
the populace because the popu- 
lace had been told that one Com 
munity Chest appeal a year 
would cover all conceivable char- 
ity giving. 

Indeed, the Community Chest 
idea was and still is notably 
sensible and markedly econom- 
wai 

It was shown and still can be 
shown that Community Chest 
funds are raised and adminis- 
tered at considerably less cost 
than by any other method 

This was a telling argument 

But the clincher was the pro- 
mise that charitable sniping 
would be over for all time, that 
if a fellow stood up to a barrage 
of donating once every year, he 
could go the rest of the year in 
peace. 

Community Chests are falling 
Gown because that promise bas 


not been kept. 

This promise was broken, not 
because of any inherent bad 
faith, but because the war tem- 
porarily created new conditions. 

There were so many impelling 
demands for essential war char- 
tties that Community Chests 
could not possibly cover them all. 

And so the rules were suspend- 
ed. Individual appesis were al- 
lowed and the public responded 
nobly. 

Indeed, the Edmonton public 
tesponded so magnificently to 
war charity appeals that just the 
other day the War Services 
Council wound up its business 
and handed over to the Veterans 
Recreational Committee & new 
car, $10,000 in bonds and some 
$400 in cash for the comfort and 
recrestion of hospitalized veter- 
ans. 

Not one of the other eight War 
Services Councils in Canada had 
done half as much. 


But this, too, is beside the point, 


The pertinent fact is that the 
rules on charitable appeals, re- 
laxed during the war, have been 
thoroughly tightened up again. 


Some Few 
Exceptions 

The present regulation in Ed- 
monton allows three appeals a 
year outside the Community 
Chest appeal. 

There is Poppy Day on Novem- 
ber 4, Kiwanis Apple Day on 
September 23 and the combined 
Legica auxiliaries on September 
a.

They are more 
handicapped (as well as their 
persecuted employers) than they 
were before anyone knew about 
spelling. I have put four children 
through school, and am almost 
ashamned to say that only one of 
them can spell properly a four 
syllable word, and that is the 
eldest one who took his first 
three grades by correspondence. 
Being a good speller myself, it 
is very trying to have to work 
with people who stumble and 
splutter over the simplest words. 
I quite agree that the only way 
a child will learn to work out his 
own word structure is by sounds. 
Without good spelling, what good 
is all this fancy education that is 
given today, and how much of it 
will be used in later life. ~~ 

I have talked to several office 
employers, one of whom had 
recently hired a business school 
graduate. He told me that prac: 
tically every letter had to be 
corrected by him, and often then 
some of the words were mis- 
spelled. It seems a case of mass 
production to hurry them through 
to get in the swim to get in on 
the high salaries, without being 
capable or caring about results. 
Do the employers have to run 
their business and as a sideline 
carry on the education of their 
secretaries, or else lose their 
prestige among their business 
associates by letting misspelled, 
poorly set up and punctuated 
letters slip by.

Been just about a year since 
I last had a stomach-ful) of tele- 
vision. Now, after another long 
bout in Boston, I can report that 
video doesn't seem any worse 
or any better, but still a power 
fully habit-forming sedative. 

A large number of the pro- 
grams we've been watching ovei 
Boston's NBC outlet, designated 
as Channel Four, are as crude 
as early vintage movies (many 
of them are early vintage mov- 
ies), but TV is really quite per 
plexing. When it’s bad it's very, 
very bad. When it's good it’s ter- 
rific, Either way, it's hypnotic. 

We watched the four World 
Series games telecast. This is 
the medium at its best. 

This isn't merely a matter of 
comfort, although there's obvi- 
ously something to be said for 
attending a game in a Morris 
chair with a cooling drink at 
one’s side.

ivs aiso a matler Of diaiia- 
tic emphasis. The camera fo- 
cusses directly on the particular 
chunk of action that has meaning 
and eliminates the distractions. 

So you're right on top of the 
hitter as he takes his stance at 
the plate or the runner sliding 
into second or the fielder back 
against the wall for the one- 
handed catch, all framed in a neat 
square of distilled action. 

I would be willing to take a 
small wager. Within 10 years, 
the World Series will be played 
in an empty park. 

Probably the weakest programs 
in TV are the drama shows. You 
mightn’t think it possible, but a 
presentation of Sinclair Lewis’ 
“Arrowsmith,” produced by Rob- 
ert Montgomery and with “an 
Heflin, a really competent actor, 
playing the lead, came out as 
something ..sembling a high 
school play and a bad one at that. 

Television's blind spot in drama 
is the matter of sets. They must 
be necessarily bare because of 
the confines of the screen, A de- 
tailed setting would be lost in 
that small square. 

And so the producer is able 
ouly to suggest atmosphere. Ar- 
rowsmith fighting the bubonic 
plague in the jungle does so 
against an austere backdrop 
which might represent anything. 
I thought Van Heflin looked very 
unhappy about the whole thing. 


Actually the best TV shows 
are those which are typically 
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radio, Arthur Godfrey talking 
away at a desk seems natural and 
amusing. Fred Allen doing his 
patter never seemed funnier, The 
great secret here is to he relaxed. 
Indeed Allen spoke of a friend of 
his vho craved this gift and had 
his spine taken out. (He went 
home in a pail), 

The most entertaining of all 
the shows we watched was & 
quiz thing called “Who Said 
That?” Guests included Henry 
Morgan, Elsa Maxwell aad Paul 
Galiico, The camera simply wan- 
dered interestedly from one face 
to another, as if it were delighted 
to find such witty and charming 
people, So were we on the re- 
ceiving. end. 

The Canadian exposed to the 
TV sideshow must automatically 
find himself thinking of the situ- 
ation in Canada. And not without 
certain doubts. 

Should the CBC have simply 
given the green light to any and 
e” the conmercial stations will- 
ing and eager to get into tele- 
vision? Even Lf it meant canned 
shows and television at its worst? 


Both Sides 
Of Question 

Well, a fellow like Uncle Ed 
js a good argument for that. 
Uncle Ed(as he’s known to every- 
body) is an old, retired sea cap- 
tain whose trailer 's parked next 
to ours. Uncle Ed put out 5450 
for a fine set and a gigantic aerial 
mast. Every night he dims the 
lights and pulls his chair up be- 
fore the magic screen. Uncle Ed 
docsn": care whether it’s good or 
bad. It's good company, and 
there’s always the wrestling or 
the boxing. For this old gontle- 
man it's a grand thing. 

On the other hand, there's 
overwhelming evidence that the 
hucksters have clapped TV to 
their breasts and will never let 
it go. The ratio of commercials 
to entertainment is even higher 
in video than it is in old-fash- 
ioned broadcasting. 

At times you'd swear you were 
back in those days when the 
movies didn't begin until there'd 
been a half hour of advyerising 
“slides.” 

My own opinion (and you can 
suspect it if you wish because 
I am practically living with 
Uncle Ed) is that the CBC was 
vise to play its cards with cau- 
tion, to benefit from the mistakes 
that are being made down here, 
and try to make TV in Canada a 
little less of a hit-and-miss deal. 


Remnants Mongolian 


Hordes In Final Retreat 


From Germany comes word 
that the remnants of the descen- 
dants of Ghenghis Khan's Mon- 
golian hords are about to depart 
forever from EBurope—the con- 
tinent they terrified in the 13th 
century.

“Final Home” 


A preliminary group of about 
100 young men will leave for 
Paraguay this month, They will 


start to convert the 9,000 acres of 
land to be turned over to them 
south-east of Asuncion into what 
the Kalmucks say will be their 
“final home.” 

For almost five cemturies the 
Kalmucks wandered from place 
to place without a home. 

Their difficulties under the 
czars were tremendous, Catherine 
the Great and Peter the Great 
persecuted them. Large numbers 
gathered on the east bank of the 
Volga, burned their villages and 
set off to return to China whence 
their ancestors came. 

Of the 300,000 who were sup 
posed to have started this trek 
“home,” less than one-third are 
believed to have made it,

Today's remnants are descend- 
ed from Kalmucks who were un- 
able to join their brethern on 
the voyag> because of floods. 
they have become the wanderers 
who now, as a group, Sumber 
only about 700,

It is utterly impossible for 
teachers to lift young people 
from a morass of screen muck 
and radio thrillers and from fog 
of comics and cheap reading trash 
into spiritual and literary com- 
petency.

If the community wants 
religious education they will 
have it even if they have to send 
their children to special schools 
at greater sacrifice, as the Roman 
Catholics have done, 

Our schools were’ founded by 
religious people on a religious 
foundation, Today it seems 
superfluous to many educators 
and is kept at a minimum, Form- 
al education seems to have a war 
against religion. 


Yet the pendulym is slowly 
swinging back as many educators 
and parents sense the desperate 
need for faith. The prevalence 
of religious illiteracy has left 
such an educational gap that 
most wise men,are worried, The 
good Life is impossible and the 
survival of democracy is impos 
sible without faith. 


An English visitor made the 
most vivid remark regarding our 
educational system: “American 
students know so much and care 
60 litue.” We can't build much if 
we don't care,
